strength of the United States navy 
been ns great as at present. This 
in part accounted for by the fact that 
the Atlantic fleet has been kept up to 
its full strength for the exercises just 
concluded at Guantanamo, and the 
fleet is to bo-kept intact for the naval 
exercises at Jamestown. 


In armored cruisers the sea strength 


of the United Stales is high at the 
present time, although in that respect 
Franco leads. Japan at the present 
time is maintaining a great number 
of battleships In commission and io 
next to Franco. 


Naval officers, diplomat? and states- 


men are jusi now deeply interested in 
the proposal that the time has come 
for the shifting of the heavy fighting 
force of the navy from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific coast as the waters 
whore the vital interest of the govern- 
ment most require protection. 
The 


navy department has just merged the 
old Asiatic and Pacific fleets into a 
single command called the Pacific 
fleet. 


This command is on the cruiser 


basis, all tho battleships having been 
radually 
withdrawn 
from 
Asiatic 


waters since the Russo-Japanese war 
and their places taken, so far as it is 
possible to be taken by such types, 
by the armored cruisers the Maryland, 
the West Virginia, the Pennsylvania 
and the Colorado. Plans have been 
matured for additions to this fleet in 
the shape of protected cruisers, and 
those officers who have the upper 
hand in the naval councils have stood 
fast in favor of concentration of the 
heavy fighting force on the home 
coast of the Atlantic for the present, 
or possibly even until the Panama 
canal is built, -when the battleships 
may be divided between the two 
oceans and still be able to quickly 
unite in the moment of war. 


There is a strong naval sentiment 


Jin favor of placing battleships in the 
Pacific. For a long time before the 


I battleships formerly in Asiatic waters 


I were withdrawn the matter was care- 
fully considered. President Roosevelt 
himself at one time inclined to the be- 
lief, that they should be kept in tho 
far east for the reason that their pow- 
Icrful appearance added to American 
prestige.

nen -Morris, David Hennen Morris, Al- 
bert Baldwin, sr, and Frank T. How- 
ard, bankers and capitalists, against 
whom Indictments have been return- 
ed charging them with conspiring to 
violate the anti-lottery law. 


Alfred Hennen Morris nnd David 


Hennen Morris, who married one of 
the Vanderbilts, are sons of the late 
John A. Morris, whose father was the 
lottery king of Delaware. 
On their 


mother's side they are grandsons of 
Alfred Hennen, ono of tho most illus- 
trious jurists of Louisiana and ante- 
helium chief justice of the state. It 
was through the Into Charles T. How- 
ard, father of Frank T. Howard, that 
the elder Mr. Morris and his asso- 
ciates, among them A. Baldwin, sr., 
secured from a reconstruction legis- 
lature the charter of tho Louisiana 
Lottery company for a period o£ twen- 
ty-five years. 


Campaigned the Legislature. 


The elder Howard managed the 


campaign before tho legislature and 
•was the first president of the com- 
pany, holding tho 
office 
until his 


death, when he was 
succeeded by 


Paul Conrad, who remained president 
until the death by limitation of the 
Louisiana Lottery company. Mr. Mor-

rls founded West Chester park,, the

As a closs 
business associate of Mr. Morris A. 
Baldwin made a fortune as a stock-

ic Death in Marion 


Township. 


Wilson 0. Van Horn, 58 years of 


age. a well known farmer residing: In 
Marion township, was instantly killed 
by a trolley car on the Fort Wayne- 
Decatur 
interurban 
line at 9:35 


o'clock Sunday morning. 
The acci- 


dent occurred directly In front of Mr 
Van Horn's residence, near the south 
ern line of Allen county, as he was 
hurrying to catch the very car which 
struck him, in order to attend the fu 
neral of a nephew at New Haven. 


The Van Horn homo is a short dis- 


tance north of Mlddletown, the tracks 
running not more than twenty feet 
away from the residence. Some 150 
feet north of the house is a small sta- 
tion -where passengers who desire to 
take the trolley line flag the cars. The 
husband had sent his wife ahead of 
him to the station 
to flas tbe ap- 


proaching car, while be remained a 
moment longer In tho house to Ret 
some article which had been forgot- 
ten. 
Mrs. Van Horu had just given 


tho motorman 
the 
signal to stop 


when sue was horrified to see her hus- 
band hurry out of the house toward 
her. and In his haste to reach the sta- 
tion he ran along the track directly In 
front of the approaching car. An In- 
stant later the car was upon him, and 
death was instantaneous. 


A small woodshed located near the 


track had cut off his view of the car, 
and also prevented the motorman from 
seeing him. In addition to this fact 
his hearing was somewhat Impaired, 
and he did not hear either the warn- 
ing cries of his wife nor the sound of 
the approaching car. The fatal Injury 
was a fracture of tho skull above Iho 
right eye. Members of the crew upon 
the car carried the body Into the resi- 
dence and Coroner Stults was sum- 
moned. The accident is the first fa- 
tality upon tho Decatur trolley line. 


Mr. Van Horn was widely known 


and highly esteemed, and members of 
his family are almost prostrated over 
the distressing accident. He is sur- 
vived by the wife and seven children
